Tho Gospel Reactionary. 

Tliero was a very romarkablo inci- 
dent on Christmas night, which ought 
not to escapo local record. It was 
humble in conception, but grand and 
impressive in its association of ideas; 
and wo shall not presently forget the 
strange sensation produced. A num- 
ber of religious and othor well-dis- 
posed persons had collected under tho 
awning on tho corner of Ninth street 
and Broadway, whero they raised a 
revival hymn, which was succeeded by 
prayer and brief exhortations by vari- 
ous persons. It was dark and rainy, 
and the faces of tho worshipers were 
hardly recognizable, there being no 
street lamp ou that corner, and tho 
stores being closed. The voices of 
tho extempore preachers resounded far 
up and down the street, and tho ricli 
melody of tho "Missionary Hymn" 
rollod throngb tho oaken groves. 

Presently a strange voice was heard, 
harsh, discordant, with a distinctive 
foreign accent, yet pronouncing tho 
English words with tolerable tluency 
and correctness. A little boy ran and 
lit the stump of a candle and stuck it 
up on awning post for tho man to 
preach by, and when tho feeble rays 
were shod abroad, lolit was a China- 
man! — a common laborer in his bluo 
• blouse, and with his long queue twist- 
ed round his shaven head', in short, ho 
was precisely such a Chinaman as good 
little Christian boys throw stones at. 
Ho stood upon a store-box and spoke 
forth tho word;' of truth and soboruoss 
with wonderful vehemence and power, 
gesticulating vigorously and rapidly, 
after the manner of his pcoplo when 
they are in great earnest, and with his 
swarthy face all a-glow with tho in- 
spiration of his emancipated soul. 
Ho quoted passago after passage 
from tlio scriptures accurately and with 
appositenesB to tho subjoct of his dis- 
course, referred to the great occasion 
which was that day being celebrated by 
his American countrymen, told how his 
own heart was lighted up and overflowing 
with joy and love of Christ.of whom kn hud 
heard only a few years ago, and oarneut- 
ly pleaded with the unconverted to como 
nod drink of tho waters of salvation. Ho 
related how ho had boon a house Borvant 
up on Paget Sound, in Washington Ter- 
ritory ; how the lady had taught him to 
read and told him the story of redemp- 
tion, and how he mid his mistress had 
long and earnestly debated tho relative 
wisdom and goodness of Confucius and 
Jesus Christ. At length the good evan- 
gelist prevailed over heathen darkness, 
and a blessed light was kindled and shed 
abroad and around the poor Chinaman, 
who would altera while return to his hea- 
then countrymen laden, not with gold.but 
tho more p'tveious burden of salvation. 

At tho conclusion of this brief but olo- 
quent sermon, another Chinaman stood 
up on the box, held his hand over his 
face— like Moses before tho bnrniugbusb 

— and made an earnest and impressive 
prayer; so concluded such a street scone 
as we had never behold. Ho, indeed, 
tho echoos of tho gospel trumpet have at 
length returned tons "from India's coral 
strand."— Oakland Transcript. 

English Mail, to Dec. 18. 

Mr. Gladstone is busily ongaged on 
his new book on Uomer.which will be 
an expansion of what he has already 
written for 'The ('ontempora.iy Re- 
view' ou tho siuno subject. 

'A of tho Royal College of Phy- 
sicians, London' writes to tho 'Times:' 

— 'To throw salt upon snowy pave- 
ments is not merely a dirty and idle 
habit to save tho trouble of scraping' 
and sweeping, but if is one fraught 
with danger. Snow and salt, when 
mixed together, form a muddy liquid 
of tho temperature of zero, or \V2 cleg, 
bolow (ho freezing point of water— a 
degree of cold long considered to be 
tho lowest attainable, and it needs not 
to tell how dangerous, must be tin.: 
saturation of the hIioos with such a 
liquid. The""praclico should not only 
bo prohibited, but if should he made 
a penal ofl'enco.' 

The British K location Department 
has introduced into the revise, 1 code 
of education a feature thai intelligent- 
ly developed will infuse into all clas- 
ses of people valuable knowledge con- 
cerning somo of the most intimate as 
well as common interests of their be- 
ings. In other words, all thoelomon- 
tary schools of the country are now ex- 
pected to made 'Domestic Economy' 
a branch of instruction, by practical 
processes if possible, but tho theory 
must bo disseminated any way. Under 
this gonoral head Micro are to bo three 
dopartmonts: food and its preparation, 
clothing and material, tho dwelling, 
warming, cleaning and ventilation, 
washing materials :md their use; rules 



for health — tho management of a sick- 
room, cottago income, expenditure 
and saving. Tho general principle 
here involved has boon justified already 
in the training colloges, schools for 
cookery, schools for needlework, etc., 
that have flourished with oxcellont ro- 
sults for aovoral years iu England and 
to a limited extent in tho United 
States. 

The 'Tiiuos' has tho following briof 
description, by telegraph, of an ok- 
pha'nt hunt at Ceylon, given in honor 
of the Royal visitor:- -"Tho Prince of 
Wales drove to tho forest, where ele- 
phants had boon traced, and, attended 
by Lord Beresford, took post, on a 
stand for six hours. Every effort to 
drive tho elephants failed, the old 
tusker having led the herd through 
tho beaters again and again, and de- 
feated every offort to drive him. Ele- 
phants could be heard crashing through 
tho trees with a noise like pistol shots, 
but only glimpses of their backs could 
bo seen. As tho beaters could not 
traco the elephants, the Prince, hav- 
ing got a shot at one, descended and 
advanced into tho junglo <>n foot with 
M. Varienand Mr Fisher, followed by 
Lord Beresford and Lord Suffieldwith 
rilles. They wore amid t tho elephants, 
and tho Princo showed the utmost 
coolness as ho stood within ten yards 
of the wounded boast, who prepared 
to ehargo when the Prince dropped 
him dead. The Princo also hit two 
others, who are reported dead in the 
jungle. The hunters said tho situ 
ation was critical. The scene over 
tho dead elephant in the river was 
very exciting. Crowds of natives 
were waiting outside tho junglo to 
learn tho result. Tho Prince was 
much pleased." 

Most important gold discoveries 
havo boon made in Australia, the 
newspapers of tho colony lately re- 
ceived in England stating that tho de- 
velopments are only rivalled by those 
in 1851. A gold-beariug quartz reef 
has boon found at tho unprecedented 
depth of 1,081 feet, or about 700 feet 
further into the interior of tho earth 
than gold has ever yet been discover- 
ed in Victoria. Tho managers of the 
company since they struck tho roef 
havo gono on sinking so as to ascer- 
tain tho thicknesses of it in their 
claim, and havo passed ton feet of it 
without as yet having gone through 
it. Some specimens of tho stono have 
boon sont to tho School of Mines at 
Ballarat. Those specimens, weighing' 
altogether ten ami a half pounds, 
were treated by two different process- 
es, tho result being at the rate of nine- 
teen pennyweights seventeen grains 
per ton of stono by one process, and 
l'ourteon pennyweights fifteen grains 
by the other. Four other results 
which were obtained showed a much 
richer quality of stono, but as tho 
stone tested in those cases was taken 
from a higher portion of the lode, and 
above the mullock base. It is thought 
probable that the upper and lower 
portions of tho lode may be much 
richer than tho centre. 

Russia and tin; SuezCanal. 



The'Moscow Gazzetto' of December 
(!, in a new article on the Suez canal 
transaction, has the following: — 'There 
can bo no doubt as to tho political im- 
portance of tho event. England's 
ancient preponderance has been im- 
mensely increased by tho acquisition 
of property rights — that is, territorial 
rights in Egypt. England most un- 
ceremoniously has taken tho load in 
partitioning Turkey. Tho English 
have long been accustomed to have 
everything their own way in Asia, 
Africa, and Australia, to do what thoy 
please in all parts of the world, and 
to rule tho seas without fearing or, 
indeed, expecting opposition. Thoy 
now no longer content themselves 
with seizing distant lands, but pocket 
tho key to the whole of Southern and 
Eastern Europe, constituting them- 
selves the solo and absolute judges of 
wdiat is good and profitable for the 
other countries concerned. We all 
know the jealousy and supercilious 
hauteur marking British policy towards 
other count) ies. Wo have not, for- 
gotten tho furious rage excited by the 
Khiva Campaign; wo romembor the 
envious intrigue by which England 
endeavoured to lie Russia's bauds tiud 
place a horde of Central Asiatic no- 
mads under the protection of Inter- 
national Law. Now thai England has 
seized the Suez Canal, is there any- 
one so naive as to anticipate I hat other 
eounirios' interests will In; impartially 
protected by Croat Britain?" 

The St. Petorsburgh 'Golos,' hav- 
ing enumerated tho various corps com- 
posing tho British army, cannot re- 
press these remarks: — 'And this, then, 
is tho mighty forco which causes the 
'Times' newspaper to assume so men- 
acing and supercilious a tone. The 
briel abstract we have received of the 
'Timoa' article does not as yet give us 
a clear idea witli what object this ar- 
ticle has boon written, and what is the 
moaning of the very strange mobiliza- 
tion moasuro atttribtiLod to tho British 
War Office'

"Winged, Jove!" 

Tho vote in tho House, yesterday, 
Boats the doom of tho Local Ministry. 
On a motion to go into Committeo on 
tho Correspondence relating to tho 
Pawning of the Subsidy to Canada 
the llouso stood 12 to 12. As tho vi 
tal principle involved in the Cones- 
pondonco was not comprised in the 
motion, the Speaker, wo think, acted 
wisely in casting with the Govern- 
ment. Indeed, wo do not aoe how n 
gentleman of Dr. Trimble's well known 
impartiality could have voted other- 
wise on n question as to whether the 
matter should be referred to tho Com- 
mittee then or on Thursday next. "If 
tho vital principle ns to the right of 
the Government to pawn the subsidy 
— in other words, to mn tho country 
into debt to Canada without proper 
authority— had been the issuo, Mr. 
Speaker would then have reclined 
upon his pledges to his constituents 
aud voted in accordance with bis pub- 
licly proclaimed views. Tho issue pre- 
sented by tho Correspondence is an 
entirely now one. Taking tho strong 
vote mustered by tho Opposition yes- 
terday as the basis, we may say that 
twelve members were returned to op- 
pose the acceptance of any money 
from Canada except the subsidies un- 
til Canada had shown a willingness to 
fulfilher railway obligations, aud that 
twelve members wore returned to fav- 
or the acceptance with the avowed un- 
derstanding that the money was 
"ours." But we liavo searched the ad 
dresses and speeches of candidates 
dilligently and do not find a single 
candidate— successful or unsuccessful 
— pledged to support tho policy of 
BORROWING MONET FROM CAN- 
ADA. As we tried to show on Sun- 
day, the Government in accepting a 
loan from g the Dominion has acted 
contrary to the statute, and overstep- 
ped the lino drawn by the Constitu- 
tion for tho protection of the public 
from the encroachments of designing 
oflieials. In the course of his remarks 
on the motion to go into Committee 
the Premier laid it dow n as his solemn 
conviction that Mr. Mackenzie per- 
petrated an illegality when ho offered 
to loan the Province SloU.OOt) on the 
security of the subsidy. "No power 
was given him to loan, merely to ad- 
vance us money," said Mr. Walkem, 
who did not seem to see that l.e was 
self-condemned by the argument with 
■which he souglit to overthrow Mr. Macken- 
zie, for if tho latter had not the power 
to give, most assuredly the former had 
not tho powor to receive. What says 
tho Correspondence on this point? 
On the l-ith day of October we find 
this Ministry passing a Minute of 
Council asking the Canadian Govern- 
ment by telegram to lend them $150,- 
000 (because if borrowed hero the rate 
of interest would be excessive) and 
promising to repay the loan on July 
1st. Four days afterwards the Pre- 
mier of Canada telegraphs Governor 
Trutch: 

"In reply to your telegram of 15th you 
may inform your Council that the Dom 
inion Government will advance $150,000 
on ACCOUNT OF SUBSIDY. DIREC- 
TIONS GIVEN THE SIXTEENTH. 

A. Mackenzie. 

It will be observed that tho tele- 
gram asking the loan reached Ottawa 
on the loth October. On the follow- 
ing day tho request of our Govern- 
ment was accorded to. Does the 
reader want to know why? Let 
him consult the violated rail way- 
clause of the terms of union for an 
answer. There ho will find a clue to 
tho anxiety of tho Dominion Govern- 
ment to place British Columbia under 
a money obligation to her — to bind us 
in golden chains — to hold us at her 
mercy when the time come to demand 
further concessions! Well, what did 
our Government do when they receiv- 
ed this telegram? They swallowed 
tho bait, hook and all, with alucity 
and oven as they felt the barb enter- 
ing tluir throats they thanked— actu- 
ally thanked— the lender in tho now 
celebrated "O be joyful" dispatch: 
Victobia, 20th October, 1875. 

Hon. A. Mac'kknzih -Your talogrom 
received. GOVERNMENT THANK 
YOU FOR YOUli PROMPT ATTEN- 
TION. John Ash. 

Well, our Government got the 
money through the Dominion Savings 
Dank in this city and spent it like 
lords in their efforts to carry the elec- 
tions in their own interests. We 
are explicit in referring to this 
portion of the lato Correspondence be- 
cause the hon. Premier in his speech 
yosterday entirely ignored the exist- 
ence of Mr. Mackenzie's and Secre- 
tary Ash's telegrams. While he was 
very diffuse in his remarks on every 
dispatch leading up to thoso two, he 
skipped over them with the agility of 
a spring lamb, and did not touch 
ground again until he eaino to an Ot- 
tawa dispatch dated 11th December, 
which ho vainly endeavored to show- 
was tho first intimation tho Govern- 
ment received of the intention of the 
Ottawa Government to lend tho 
money on the security of tho subsi- 
dies; yet, if he will turn to a Min- 
uto of Council of his own Government , 
dated October 28th, ho will find an 
acknowledgment of tho sum of sir,u,- 
OOO and a further application for 
$100,000 on terms similar to thoso al- 
ready granted. "Shortly before this 
dispatch," (tho one of the 14th of De- 
cember,) continued Mr. Walkem, 
"comes tho Minute in Council pro- 
posing an abandonment of railway 
{onBtruction." What a wonderful 



discovery! What an astonishing de- 
velopment! And what amazing sim- 
plicity on tho part of tho Local Pre- 
mier! Did ho really imagine that 
honorablo members sitting there with 
the Correspondence in their hands, 
"having eyes to see and ears to hoar," 
that they did not know that tho dis- 
patch of tho "Pith December was not 
tho first intimation tho Local Govern- 
ment had bad of tho intention of tho 
Ottawa Government to stop the 
amount loaned out of tho subsidy? 
that tho Minute of Council did not 
reach Victoria till the last day of Nov- 
ember — just six weeks after tho sub- 
sidies had boon placed in pawn ? Oh! 
George Anthony, George Anthony, 
"For ways that are dark, and tricks 
that are vain" your are certainly "pe- 
culiar." 

Tho gist, then, of t.ho whole 
matter — the vital principle involved 
in the Correspondence lies here; 
Did or did not the Govern- 
ment accept a loan from Canada, 
knowing it to bo such, on tho strength 
and security of tho subsidies? The 
Correspondence shows plainly, clearly 
and unmistakeably that they did ac- 
cept a loan under those conditions — 
that they THANKED the ('aim. Han 
Government for the loan, — that they 
immediately spent tho money, and 
liko Oliver Twist in the poorhouse 
ward, held out their bands and "asked 
for more" on the same terms' If, as 
Mr. Walkem says, Mr. Mackenzie 
perpetrated an illegality in offering 
tho money as a loan. Mr. Walkem 
committed a crime in accepting it. Mr. 
Mackenzie in proffering tho loan had 
everything to gain— fresh delay in 
railway construction, new terms, aban- 
donment of tho Island railway. Brit- 
ish Columbia, on the other bund, has 
lost all that Canada gained. What- 
ever doubt may have existed in the 
public mind before as to the guilt and 
responsibility of this Government for 
tho present aspect of affairs there can 
be none since tho Correspondence has 
seen tho light. 

Now as to tho vote of yesterday : ] t 
shows beyond tho faintest shadow ot 
a doubt that the Government is gone 
beyond the hope of redemption. The 
jaunty air with which the Premier 
courted the vote as a test of Govern- 
ment strength — his impudent tauul of 
tho feebleness of tho Opposition— tho 
boasting of his friends — showed how 
confidently a victory was anticipated. 
The vote took them entirely by sur- 
prise; and tho blanched cheeks of the 
occupants of the treasury benches 
spoke inoro eloquently than words of 
the deep despair that had settled 
down like a funeral pall upon the 
guilty quartette. 

In Committee, if the reader will 
take tho trouble to scan tho speeches 
and the division list, it will be seen 
that the Government are in a minori- 
ty. First, one of their supporters is 
in the Chair; and second, four honor- 
able gentlemen — all Independents- 
voted to go into Committee, carefully 
reserving to themselves the right to 
vote on tho merits of tho Correspon- 
dence in Committee. It is clear, 
therefore, that th" ranks of tho Gov- 
ernment must hourly diminish and 
shrink until the final blow shall have 
been struck. 

It will be a great day for British 
Columbia when the people regain 
their riffhts. 



DELAYED DESPATCHES. 

Canada.' 
Dominion- Boaud op Tiude. 
Ottawa, Jan. 10.— In tho Dominion 
Board of Trade to-day, a resolution 
was adopted declaring that tho ship- 
ping interests of the Dominion require* 
telegraph cables to bo extended from 
tho mainland to tho islands iii the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, and petitioning 
tho government for their immediate 
construction at an estimated cost 
$135,000. 

The delegates in tho National Board 
of Trade of the 'united States, ad- 
dressed tho meeting on tho proposed 
reciprocal canal between Canada and 
the United States. 

Henry, of New York, said ho was 
sure his people would join the Can- 
adians in enlarging the canal, lie 
urged the construction of tho Cang- 
hanawaga canal. 

Mr. Haves, of Detroit, contended 
that every improvement in tho canals 
and waters of Canada added to the 
value of the products of the Western 
States. 

Hon. John Voting moved that the 
Caughanawaga canal be constructed 
on the same scalo at St. Lawrence.

) canal but first wanted assurance from 
the United Slates government that the 
Whitehall canal would be enlarged to 
the same size, and tied. Canadian ves- 
sels should be allowed to navigate the 
American canals to New York on tho 
same terms as vessels of tho United 
States.

SECOND PROVINCIAL LEG2S- 
LATBVE ASSEMBLY. 

FIltST SESSION. 

Monday Jan. 24. 
Mr. Speaker tooktho Chair at '2:05 p.m. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys rose to ask tho 
Beleot Committee on Public Accounts 
when they would bring their report down 
to this Rouse. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem replied that ho could 
not toll when, Govertmiont inoinbera 
had not interfered at all in the sittings of 
that Committoe. 

Dr. Tolmie, as chairman of the commit- 
tee on Public Accounts, Hind that tho 
oo -.uaittee had applied to the Chief Com- 
missioner ou tho lSlh inst. for certain in- 
formation. On the 19th that functionary 
appeared before the Committee and said 
ho would require n week in which lo give 
that information. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven Raid the information 
would be ready on Wednesday. 

Mr. Fiaber complained that tho ac- 
counts already before the Committee were 
of such a complicated character that it 
might require more lime for a report. The 
disclosures already made— - 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho hon. gentle- 
man was committing a breach of privil- 
ege. 

Mr. riahor— Mr. Speaker is competent 
to call mo to order (hear). 

HOAKDINCI SOHOOL. 

Mr. Davie laid before the House tho 
report of the Committee on the Cache 
Creek Boarding School. 

MINKS BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem introduced a bill in- 
tituled "An Act respecting tho Kogul.v 
tion of Coal and other Mines." 

First reading passed and motion for so- 
cond reading ou Tuesday. 

Mr. Humphrey.) objected to this hurry- 
ing on of legislation and second reading 
was fixed for Thursday. 

REGISTRARS. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem introduced a bill in- 
tituled "An Act to authorize tho appoint- 
ment of Deputy Registrars of tho Su- 
promo Court, and for other purposes." 

Head a first ti mo. Second reading on 
Friday. 

TOLLS. 

Mr. Smith withdrew tho following re- 
solution for tho prof.cut: That whereas, 
tho Government has informed tho House 
that the tolls on Spence's Bridgo will not 
bo abolished; therefore bo it resolved that 
an humble address be presented to His 
Honour tho Lieutenant Governor, pray- 
ing His Honor to favourably consider tho 
expediency of allowing all Provincial 
produce to pass freo over said bridge. 

THE PAWNEU SUBSIDY. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved tho following 
resolution: That this House do resolve 
itself into a Committee of tho Wholo to 
take into, consideration and report upon 
the correspondence between tho Domin- 
ion and Provincial Governments, with 
' respect to advances made to, and applied 
for, by this Government, under Act No. 
4 of last Session. 

The hon. mover said that this matter 
was fully as important as tho railway re- 
solutions which had been passed unani- 
mously by this House. In 1873 the Gov- 
ernment inaugurated a policy of opening 
up tho country by the construction of 
roads and bridges, and applied to tho 
Dominion Government for a loan of Sl,- 
OUO.OUO. That Government refused to 
lend any money but offered to advance 
tho sum of 8940,000, [to be charged against 
the dab', of the Province) tho difference bo- 
twooH the debt duo by this Province and 
other Provinces at tho time of Confedera- 
tion, deducting the interest chargeable 
thereon at tho rate of 5 per cent, from tho 
annual subsidy paid this Province by Ca- 
nada. [Tho hon. Premier proceeded at 
some length to explain the position of 
tho question from a Government point of 
yiow, and tried to show that tun words 
"to be charged against the debt of the Pro- 
vince," meant 'the debt due to /he Province" 
by Canada. | Tho Dominion Government 
was pledged to give us tho financial as 
Distance. It might bo objected that if tho 
report of the Finance Committee was not 
before the House this matter should be 
postponed. He, however, would urge 
on tho House tho consideration of these 
papers to-day as tho matter was entirely 
distinct from the question of finance. 
The arrangement originally made with 
the Maodonald .Ministry, was continued 
by Mr. Mackenzie, who said ho "saw no 
objection to its being carried out," and it 
was not until the end of last year that 
bis Government informed this Govern- 
ment that tho order agreeing to pay over 
tho money was so much waste paper and 
that the provious Government had i,j 
power to make it. h was true that tho Ca- 
nadian Bill was a permissive one and that 
tho word "may," instead of "shall," was 
used. But "shall" wa9 not necessary to 
carry out this agreement made in good 
faith, and the Canadian Government did 
not wilfully lead us astray. [Mr. Fisher 
—Hear.] In April last tuis Government 
askod for a sum of monoy— 8480,000— and 
tho reply came that tho Ottawa Govern- 
ment could not give us 8250,000 ou ao 
count of tho drydook, No 0110 had asked 
them for any money ou that aoaount. Tho 
{request was to disoliargo liabilities iu 



ourrod in tho construction of othor local 
improvements. The hon. gentleman then 
procooded to review and attempted to ex- 
plain tho position of tho Government 
when tho reply of the Ottawa Govern- 
ment declining to furnish tho $250,000 
camo back. Tho reason of tho refusal ho 
attributed to tho pending of tho elections 
in this Provinco which tho Canadian 
Government was anxious to influence. 
Ho contended that tho report he now 
called on tho House to adopt was a fair 
statement of tho case— every thing in favor 
and everything against this Government 
boing stated therein. Ho ridiculed tho 
idea of this Government being compelled 
to place before tho Ottawa Government a 
statoment of their expenditure before any 
advanco could bo obtained. Wo had bet- 
ter give up tho government of tho country 
altogether, or iilaeo it in tho bands of 
abler gentlemen hero. Ho stood therefor 
the purpose of resisting any attempt to 
invatlo our rights or to oppress us, 
and made a jocular allusion to 
tho foeblo opposition which he an- 
ticipated to his motion to go into 
committeo. Passing over without notice 
tho dispatoh of tho Donal Government of 
the 14th October (which dispatoh asked 
A LOAN of $150,000) , he next camo to 
tho Ottawa dispatch of 18th October, 
granting $160,000 on account of the subsi- 
dy, and contended that if tho Dominion 
Government advanced the money on ac- 
count of tho subsidy they did so illegal- 
ly — they had no such power. .But they 
said in addition that they advanced it on 
"tho usual conditions," and those condi 
Hons had nothing to do with security on 
the subsidy. The subsidy could not be 
touched. It was secured by statuto, and 
this Government nor the Ottawa Govern- 
ment had any authority to meddle with 
that subsidy. On D«o. 14th came a dis- 
patch stating that tho subsidy would bo 
stopped from "July and following Janu- 
ary subsidy," and shortly before came the 
Minute of Council oflforiug us 8750,000 
in lieu of the Island Kail way; the first 
dispatch intended to coerce tho Govern 
ment into tho aceoptance of tho last pro 
position. Tho hon. gentleman compli- 
mented tho Opposition on the noble post 
Hon they had taken on tho Railway 
question, and in pleading to.ios called on 
thorn to sustain his government in this 
life-struggle with tho Dominion Govern- 
ment and to turn them out, if they must 
be turned out, on a vote of want of con- 
fidence [cheers]. No contractor ever 
wont to tho Treasury without getting his 
money. Tho good faith and credit of 
this Government bad been maintained so 
that when the Hank of California failed 
they were still able to borrow money at a 
very low rate of interest in this city. He. 
again appealed to the House not to mix 
this question up with one of expenditure 
and to allow tho resolution to go to tho 
committeo of tho whole, to sustain this 
Government against the attempt madi to 
crush and oppress them by a.strong foo. 
He sat down with tho declaration that 
unless condemned by a good majority 
his government would not resign. 

Mr. Douglas seconded tho motion to 
go into committee. 

Mr. Smitho said he was sorry to heir 
tho hoc. leader of the government deolare 
that lie intended to press this question 
to a vote to-day. Ho believed that this 
was inseparable from tho question of 
public expenditure and now askod that 
tho resolution bo postponed till Thurs- 
day next, when tho Public Accounts 
Committee would bo prepared to report. 

The Premier declined to postpono this 
resolution. Ho insisted upon a vote. 
Not to do so would bo an evidence of 
weakness. Tho two questions were uot 
inseparable. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said ho wished 
to give the Government every considera- 
tion, and bo regretted to hoar the declar- 
ation just mado by the Attorney-General, 
He agreed with tho hon. member for 
Oowiohan, that the two questions were 
inseparable. If ho were in tho position 
of Iho hon. Premier ho would challongo 
the fullest discussion on the wholo finan- 
cial policy of tho Government. Both 
questions nro intimately connected with 
money matters and if the motion wore 
pressed he would have to voto against it. 

Mr. Fisher hoped that tho motion would 
not bo pressed tiil the report on the Pub 
lie Accounts had been submitted. 

Mr. Smitho rose to offer an amendment 
and said tho Government by forcing tins 
question on the House wore trying to 
take advantage of the now members, who 
had not. as yet, on opportunity of ac- 
quainting themselves with the financial 
oondition of the country. By taking 
their policy up by piecemeal, tho Gov- 
ernment sought to wriggle their way 
through the Hoaso. If they wore confi- 
dent of tbeir strength they need not fear 
to faoo the report of the Committeo of 
Public Accounts. Ho moved to post- 
pone the discussion till Thursday next. 

Mr. Fisher seconded. 

Hon. Dr. Ash urged on the Speaker au 
observance of tho rules of tho House, 
which had boon violated by the t wo mem- 
bers who bad last spoken in speaking 
twice. 

Mr. Speaker said that thu hon, mem- 
ber! had merely made a suggestion 
[ diners. ] 

Hon. Dr. Ash — A suggestion is a speech 
("oh!") If you ',d'J not, Mr. Speaker — 

Cries of "order," "chair," amid which 
the hon. Provincial Secretary sat down. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tins was the 
proper time to sotile tho matter, Tho 
questions of receiving money ami expend- 
ing monoy wore entirely different.

Our Indians and Christianiti". — Tho 
remark of Liout. Governor Trutoh re- 
ferred to by our correspondent "Civili- 
zation," iu bis letter under tho above 
hoading in our issue of tho 23rd instant, 
is extracted from a passage in a dispatoh 
addressed by His Honour to the Secretary 
of Stato for the Provinces on tho 26th 
September, 1871, which has been pub- 
lished among the "papers connected with 
tho Indian Land Question" recently laid 
beiforo tho Houso of Assembly. Tho full 
text of that passage is as follows: " 8. 
The strongest motives of duty and interest 
combine to pre.-.s upon the government, 
as upon each honest individual member 
of our community, the urgency of our 
striving by every moans in our power to 
advance tho material and moral condition 
of our Indian population. By such in- 
fluence may we hope so to change their 
habit of miutl that in a following gener- 
ation they may become susceptible of ap- 
preciating tho truths of revealed religion ; 
although, and 1 state it most regretfully, 
in my twenty years expurianoe among the 
aborigines of this const I have not yet 
mot with a single Indian of pure blood, 
whom I consider to have attained to oven 
tho most glimmering perception of tho 
Christian creed. In fact the idiosyncracy 
of tho Indians of this country appears to 
ineapacitnt" thorn from appreciating any 
abstract idea, nor do their languages con- 
tain words by which such a conception 
could bo expressed."
